Bearcats  Win  First  Home  Game  Friday 

From  Pern,  3  to  0 — Visitors  Threaten 

Once  But  Lose  on  Fumble — Bearcats 

Finish  Strong. 

Tlio  Bearcats  won  their  first  homo 
game  from  thc  heavy  Peru,  Nebraska 
Normnl  team  by  a  score  of  3  to  0.  Thc 
game  was  hard  fought  throughout  with 
neither  team  able  to  cross  thc  goal  line 
of  its  opponent.  O’Banion’s  place  kick 
in  the  third  qunrter  from  tho  .  thirty- 
yard  line  was  thc  lono  tally.  Eads  at¬ 
tempted  a  place  kick  in  second  quartor 
but  failed  ns  thc  bnll  hit  the  upright 
on  the  goal  and  bounded  buck  into  the 
field. 

Thc  strong  wind  from  tho  north  made 
passing  nnd  punting  uncertain  for  both 
teams;  and  made  it  disagreeable  for  the 
spectators  as  they  watched  from  the 
bleachers.  Other  than  thc  wind  the  day 
was  ideal  for  the  players  and  it  aided 
in  furnishing  thc  crowd  a  hard  fought 
>  football  game. 

Tlio’  first  quarter  opened  with  Peru 
kicking  to  thc  Bearcats  anil  as  neither 
team  was  able  to  make  much  ground  in 
straight  football  much  punting  by  both 
teams  resulted. 

The  second  quarter  gave  the  heavy 
Peru  team  the  advantage  ns  they  were 
able  to  push  the  Bearcats  back  toward 
their  goal  lino  and  kept  them  fighting 
on  the  defense  most  of  the  time.  In 
this  quarter  Eads  attempted  a  place 
kick  anil  failed,  Bitzeubnugh  for  tlie 
Peru  team  attempted  a  drop  kick  and 
failed  also.  In  this  quarter  tho  Bearcats 
were  outplayed  nnd  outcharged  anil  de¬ 
pended  almost  entirely  oil  punting  for 
their  offense,  while  Peru  made  many 
first  downs  but  failed  to  score. 

In  the  third  quarter  the  Bearcnts 
started  a  much  stiffer  offense  and  wore 
able  to  advance  the  ball  within  kicking 
distance  of  the  Peru  goal  line  and 
O’Banion  succeeded  in  kicking  thc  oval 
between  tlio  goal  posts  from  placement 
for  tlio  lone  lliree-point  tally  of  tlio 
gamo.  Peru  in  this  quarter  also  pre¬ 
sented  a  stiff  offense  and  advanced  tho 
ball  n  number  of  times  in  Bearcat  ter¬ 
ritory,  but  fumbles  wore  c'ostly  to  them 
nnd  aided  the  Bearcats  in  keeping  them 
from  scoring. 

,  Tlio  Bearcats  were  decidedly  tho 
superior  team  in  the  fourth  quarter 
and  kept  the  Bobcats  continually  bn 
the  defense.  In  this  quarter  they  wero 
working  as  a  team,  displayihg  somo 
real  football.  Line  plays  were  ground 
gainers,  nnil  the  end  runs  never  failed 
to  advance  the  ball  toward  tlio  Peru 
gonl  line.  The  game  ended  with  tho  ball 
in  possession  of  tho  Bearcats  on  Peru’s 
ton  yard  line. 

Tho  gamo  as  a  whole  was  hard  fought 
but  it  did  not  fail  to  bring  out  some' 
more  weak  points  of  tho  Bearcats  which 
must  be,  ironed  out  before  Friday  of 
this  week  when  Kirksvillo  invades  the 
Boarcat  lair.  The  game  on  tho  part  of 
tlio  Bearcats  was  similar  to  tho  opening 
gamo  at  Highland,  Kansas  wliero  real 
football  came  only  in  strenks-  Tho  gamo 
against  Peru  brought  a  decidedly  bet-, 
tor  brand  of  football  but  it  showed  that 
moro  team  work  is  necessary  if  tho 
Bearcats  are  to  win  from  Kirksvillo  this 
Friday.

WE  CAN  IF  WE  WILL 

We  are  enrolled  in  an  institution 
which  has  for  its  prime  motive  the 
training  of  teachers.  Most  of  us,  who  go 
from  this  school,  intend  to  teach.  Wo 
may"  bo  E  students,  wo  may  study  the 
various  school  problems  in  our  educa¬ 
tional  courses,  we  may  absorb  much  by 
social  contact,  but  these  things  alone 
will  not  make  us  successful  as  teachers. 

A  teacher  is  tho  leader  in  tho  com¬ 
munity.  He  is  supposed  to  know  many 
things  that  tho  average  person  does 
not  nnd  he  is  supposed  to  bo  master  of 
any  situation  that  might  arise.  All 
these  things  demand  an  ability  to  think 
clearly  and  quickly  and  to  speak  tlioso 
thoughts  fluently. 

To  do  this  one  needs  practice.  The 
best  place  to  get  this  practice  is  in  do 
bating.  Here  ono  roads  extensively.  Ho 
must  combat  montally  with  keen  minds- 
He  is  before  tho  public  to  talk  and  talk 
be  must  forcibly  and  convincingly. 

One  of  our  faculty  members  made 
tiie  statement  recently  that  our  college 
is  sadly  lacking  in  tlio  “thinking” 
student-  We  take  that  which  comoa  to 
us  calmly  and  submissively  but  wo  do 
not  give  to  tho  world  wlmt  should  bo 
thoj  results  of  our  share  of  solid  think 
ing. 

For  tin  example  take  Westminister 
Collogo  at  Fulton,  Missouri,  which  lias 
nil  enrollment  of  less  than  250.  They 
put  out  a  winning  debate  team.  Tlioy 
won  all  of  their  nine  debates  last  year, 
counting  among  their  defeated  oppo¬ 
nents  .  universities  of  Pennsylvania. 
Southern  California,  Wyoming,  and 
William  Jewell,  Drury.  Park,  and  Cen¬ 
tral  Wesleyan.  Thoy  won  their  debate 
with  tho  Oxford  team  of  England  lust 
October- 

Since  1912,  Westminister  lias  hnd 
.  fifty-throe  victories  and  twolvo  defeats, 
They  make  tours  all  over  the  Uai.tod 
States  and  are  planning  to  tour  Eng¬ 
land  on  a  series  of  debates  during  the 
summer  of  1926. 

Their  debaters  spend  as  much  timo 
and.  energy  a*1  their  debates  as  our 
boys  spend  on  football  or  busketbuil- 
Their  student  body  is  buck  of  the  team, 


COMPULSORY  CHURCH  GOING 
AT  YALE 

(New  York  World.) 

For  many  years  in  a  changing  world 
Yale  college  lias  steadfastly  continued 
to  demand  of  its  undergraduates  com¬ 
pulsory  daily  church  attendance-  Tho 
custom  lias  survived,  perhaps,  because 
at  Yale  somethings  are  honored  for 
their  age  and  because  incidentally,  a 
compulsory  chapel  service  at  8:20  in 
the  morning  can  bo  relied  Upon  to  rouse 
the  sleepy  heads.  It  lias  seldom  been 
claimed  for  Yale’s  morning  {scrvi.ce 
that  it  was  essentially  religious:  for 
the  service  itself  is  a  swife  scramble  be¬ 
tween  first  breakfast  and  the  first 
morning  classes  nt  8:30,  and  attendance 
lias  been,  by  custom,  required  solely  of 
students  of  academic  learning  in  tlic 
college;  students  in  the  scientific  half 
of  Yale  (Sheffield)  have  been  exempt- 
If  tlic  custom  were  essentially  religious 
rather  than  essentially  antique,  nn  at¬ 
tempt  lnuglit  have  been  made  to  extend 
it  generally  throughout  tlio  university. 
Yale  undergraduates  have  pointed  this 
out  upon  occasion,  and  argued,  in  addi¬ 
tion,  that  is  is  a  little  irreligious  for  a 
chapel  service  to  bo  used  as  an  alarm 
clock,  a  ’  little  humiliating  for  college 
students  to  bo  treated  as  of  too  tender 
years,  and  a  little  out  of  date  for  any¬ 
thing  religious  to  be  made  compulsory 
so  long  after  compulsory  religion  was 
discredited  in  New  England. 

None  of  this  lias  over  budged  the 
authorities  of  tho  college.  But  times 
change,  and  they  have  been  budged  at 
last  by  the  sheer  force  of  numbers.  Bat- 
tell  chapel  is  no  longer  large  enough  to 
hold  tiie  undergraduate  body.  -Hence 
forth  sophomores  juniors  and  seniors 
will  be  required  to  attend  cliapel  only 
three  mornings  of  tho  week;  of  fresh 
men  alone  will  daily  attendance  be  de¬ 
manded-  The  Conclusion  dcducible 
that  freshmen  are  either  twice  as  badly 
in  need  of  church  attendance,  or  twice 
as  sleepy,  or,  ns  usual,  the  goats- 


“Clear  out  you  knockers  who  say 
that  the  '  Normal  .  students  have  no 
school  spirit;.” 

Such  was  tlic  attitude  of.  tho  College 
students  on  Friday  liiorniiig,  October 
22,  1915  when  the  first  walkout  was 
staged  “here.  Plans  were  made  for  the 
walkout  in  literary  society  meetings  tho 
night  before.  When  the  students  met 
at  eight  o’clock  the  next  morning  tlioy 
lined  up  in  front  of  a  camera  instead  of 
a  teacher.  When  tlic  boll  rang  several 
yolls  were  given  and  a  song  or  two, 
then  the  march  down  the  front  walk 
begun,  .  ." 

It  was  here  that  President  Ira  K- 
Richardson  met  tiie  student  body,  208 
strong  out  of- an  enrollment  of  about 
three  hundred.  lie  admonished  them  to 
return  to  their  classes  but  “nothing 
doing,”  said  the  students  as  their" 
minds  had  been  made  up  tiie  night  be¬ 
fore.  . 

So  tlio  march  continued  to  the  tunnel 
woods,  north  of"  town',  where  an  organi¬ 
zation  was  perfected  and  tiie  students 
pledged  themselves  to  stand  by-  their 
leaders  in  ciiso  of  any  suspensions  or 
punishment.  Tho  officers  elected  were: 
President,  John  Doe; '  secretary,  Miss 
Sarah  Doe- 

Then  an  “cats”  committee  was  ap¬ 
pointed  and  sent  to  town  after  a  col¬ 
lection  had  been  taken  lip.  The  com¬ 
missary  department  returned  well  sup¬ 
plied  and  the  famished  students  made 
quick  work  of  70  'loaves  of  bread,  19 
dozen  doughnuts,  20  pounds  of  weiners, 
3  bushels  of  apples,  20  gallons  of  cider, 
18  dozen  cookies,  3  gallons  of  pickles, 
and  other  eats  in  proportion- 

One  of  the  "leaders  called  up  the  Col¬ 
lege  about  11  o’clock  and  invited  the 
faculty  to  the  big  picnic  at  the  edge 
of  town.  At  the  close  of  the  day  tlic 
crowd  came  to  town.  They  paraded, 
singing  collogo  songs  and  giving  yells 

President  Richardson  reconsidered 
his  position  the  following  day,  admin¬ 
istered  no  punishments  but  asked  that 
in  tiie  future  "the  administration  bo  in¬ 
formed  in  advance  of  any  walkout  day. 

Tims  tlio  well-known  and  time-hon¬ 
ored  tradition  of  Walkout  Day  came  in¬ 
to  existence  and  has  been  observed  an¬ 
nually  since  1915.  It  wouldn’t  be  right 
to  break  the  tradition  with  non-obser¬ 
vance  this  year.  , 


Bruco  Barton  in  Good  Housekeeping, 

Is  college,  after  all.  a  good  invest¬ 
ment?  What  should  boys  nnd  girls  ox* 
poet  to  get  when  they  enter  college? 
What  will  they  get?  Tho  cost  is  far 
greater  than  it  used  to  be;  parents 
must  pine'll  and  sacrifice  more.

These  are  questions  raised  in  three 
letters  from  troubled  young  peoplo  re¬ 
ceived  recently  by  Bruce  Barton.  Only 
time  can  tell  in  any  given  instnneo, 
which  will  profit  a  young  man  more,  to 
go  to  college  or  straight  into  business- 
But  there  arc  tests  that  will  help  him- 
decide  which  ttf  do,  nnd  briefly  they 
are  given-  ’’I

Presi¬ 
dent  Harding  had  lovable  human  quali¬ 
ties  which  won  him  success  and  will 
make  him  remembered  with  affection;

ly  and  of  making  bis  brain  work  hard-

ney  in  company  with  Marcus  Aurelius 
or  Ralph  Wnldo  Emerson?

Knowledge  Aids  Judgment. 

“The  training  of  college  nnd  its  re- 
sutlniit  love  of  books  ought  to  givo  ono 
nn  ndqnnlntnncoship  Svlth  other  lands 
and  ages  which  is  not  only  a  life-long 
source  of  pleasure  hut  n  tremendous  aid 
to  sound  judgment. 

“Education  is  the  only  w’cnpon 
against  tolerance.  Wc  should  be  dis¬ 
couraged  by  the  prcsistenco  of  intolcr- 
nneo  if  we  did  not  remind  ourselves 
that  education  is  still  a  very  new  tiling 
in  the  world.  Only  within  tlic  last  ecu-  ] 
tury  have  the  masses  of  mankind  hnd 
any  opportunity  to  become  literate. 
Little  by  little  intolerance  will  give 
way.  but  it  is  n  stubborn  fighter  and 
tlio  battle  against  it  deserves  and  de¬ 
mands  tho"  whole-hearted  enlistment  of 
every  educated  man  and  woman. 

Learn  To  Face  Facts. 

“A  large  proportion  of  troubles  comes 
because  of  men ’s  persistent  desire  to  see 
tilings  ns  they  want  them  to  be  nml  not 
as-  they  ."really  are. 

“Noiic  of  us  is  free  from  tlic  tempta¬ 
tion  to  turn  away  from  hard  tilings,  but 
education  ought  to  lesson  our  willing¬ 
ness  to  do  it. 

“I  have  left  any  reference  to  college 
friendships  until  the  end  because  this  is 
(lie-one  advantage  of  college  which  is 
dwelt -on  most  frequently.  It  lias  been 
true  in  iny  own  life,  nnd  so  far  as  I 
have  known  "them,  in  the  lives  of  all 
other  college  men,  that  certain  friend¬ 
ships  formed  during  tlio  four  years  oh 
the  campus  have  persisted  as  one  of  tlio 
richest  assets  of  life.  I  am  sometimes 
inclined  to  believe  that  this  is  even 
more  true  with,  college  women.  Tho  man 
goes  into  business,  which  is,  a- rich  field 
for  friendships;  .the  girl  is  in  tho  home, 
and  very  often  during  the  period'  when' 
her  children  aro  small  her  horizon  does 
not  extend  beyond  tlio  neighborhood. 
But  if  sho  is  a  college  girl  she  keeps  lip 
li or  associations,  by  correspondence,  by 
membership  ill  tiie  local  alumnae  asso¬ 
ciation,  by  visits  paid  nnd  visits  re¬ 
ceived.  If  I  could  send  only  one  of  my 
children  to  college,  I  am  inclined  to 
think  I  should  choose  my  daughter  and 
trust  to  business  and  competitive  ne¬ 
cessity  to  polish  off  tho  hoys.”

"The  Ten  Commandments” Crowd

As  Seen  by  Courier  Cub  Reporter 


Editor’s  note:  Tlio  following  story 
was  written  by  a  Courier  reporter  who 
noted  from  the  balcony  tlio  re-actions 
of  tho  audience  while  tho  “Ton  Com¬ 
mandments”  was  being  shown. 


An  intense,  profound  silence  pervaded 
tlio  atmosphere  of  the  auditorium  dur¬ 
ing  tlio  greater  part  of  the  time  while 
tho  Biblical  picturizntion  of  tho  “Ton 
Commandments”  was  being  shown. 
Tlio  audience  waited  with  breathless 
expectation  and  a  quietude  which  could 
bo  felt  while  tlio  various  scenes  wero 
flashed  upon  the  screen. 

As  nn  old  man  in  flowing  robes  ap¬ 
peared  the  spectators  recognized  Mosos 
and  plainly  rerouted  their  feelings  of 
awe  and  reverence,  which  lasted  until 
his  pleadings  were  renounced  by  Ramus¬ 
es  and  tlio  son  of  Ramuses  mockod  and 
lashed  him.  * 

This  scouo  brought  forth  a  slight 
movement  among  tho  ou-lookers,  indi¬ 
cating  a  feeling  of  pity  for  Moses,  dis¬ 
gust  for  tho  others  and  a  fooling  of 
satisfaction  as  Moses  pronounced  tlio 
curse  of  God  upon  tlio  first  bora  of  tlio 
Egyptians.

Mosos  and  his  followers  wero  closely 
pursued  by  Ramuses  and  his  hosts.  Tho 
oxcitemcnt  reached  its  highest  point  us 
Fhnrouh  and  his  hosts  eutored  tho  path 
through  tc  Red  Sea.  This  feeling  soon 
changed  to  aatouishmeut  nnd  profound 
wonderment  as  tlio  sea  closed  over  Pha¬ 
raoh  und  his  hosts. 

Witli  a  fooling  of  satisfaction  tiie 
crowd  quieted  itself  in  order  to  onjoy 
tho  coining  scenes.  In  a  few  moments, 
howovor,  a  thrill  of  rovorenco  and  ven¬ 
eration  passed  through  tlio  ontiro  audi¬ 
ence  us  God  appeared  to  Moses  on 
Mount  Sinai  and  gave  him  tlio  Ton 
Commandments.  In  hushed  expectancy 
tho  audience  again  wuited  for  tho  com¬ 
ing  scones  which  pictured  Moses  ns  lie 
returned  from  the  mountain  and  found 
tlio  Israelites  worshipping  ttio  golden 
calf.  Ho  crashed  tho  tablets  of  stono 
and  God  destroyed  tlio  goldeu  calf  by  a 
stroke  of  lightning. 

As  the  dust  cleared  away  a  now  sceno  | 
greeted  their  eyes — a  devoted  mother  i 
nnd  her  two  suns,  Dau,  tho  cynical,  und  | 
John,  tiie  dovout  Christum, 

Signs  of  restlessness  appeared  when 
tho  Htory  of  tho  second  half  unfolded 
itself  on  tiie  screen  and  this  uueusinoss 
remained  until  tlio  fiuul  climax  was 
reached.  During  tho  ■  closing  scones, 
when  tho  Bible  was  being  read  by  John, 
u  tense,  profound  silence  held  the  uudi- 
ouee  to  tho  'closiug  picture. 

It  was  n  perious-thiuking,  quiet,  I 
churchlike  crowd  that  slowly  filed  out 
of  the  auditorium.

Eliot’s  "Romola” 
to  Be  Shown  this  Week 


famous  novel  by  George  Eliot  which 
tolls  of  the  exciting  life  of  tlio  Floren¬ 
tines  in  the  days  of  Savonarola.

Some  Important  Names 
While  Lillian  Gish  is  the  star  of 
“Romohi,”  there  arc  ninny  familiar 
and  important  names  in  the  enst. 
Dorothy  Gisli  appears  in  one  of  Her  in¬ 
imitable  rougish  parts,  this  time  a  little 
peasant  girl.  It  is  tho  first  time  the 
sisters  have  been  together  in  a  produc¬ 
tion  since  “Orhnns  of  tho  Storm,” 
and  once  again  their  contrasting  styles 
arc  brought  out  to  full  advantage — Lil¬ 
lian ’s  limpid  sadness  which  bursts  out 
into  great  dramatic  fire,  and  Dorothy’s 
whimsical  enperings  that  turn  into 
tragedy  later. 

Ronald  Coleman,  who  has  nppenred 
in  a  number  of  successes  lately,  includ¬ 
ing  “The  White  Sister,”  “Tarnish,” 
and  “Her  Night  of  Romance,”  is  the 
hero.  William  II.  Powell  has  the  diffi¬ 
cult  role  of  Tito,  the  young  man  who 
won  the  nffcctions  of  both  the  peasant 
girl,  Tessa,  and  thq  scholar’s  daughter, 
Romola,  and  proceeded  to  make  him¬ 
self  unworthy  of  either.  Tito  is  consid¬ 
ered  one  of  the  most  fascinnting  vil¬ 
lains  in  literature. 

Oast  Well-Balanced 
Charles  Lane,  who  also  appeared  as 
the  girl’s  father  in  “The  White  Sis¬ 
ter,  ’  ’  plays  the  part  of  Baldassarrc,  wh« 
had  adopted  Tito  when  young,  and  then 
realized  the  day  when  tho  ungratoful 
son  turned  on  him.  Herbert  Griniwood 
has  the  highly  important  historical  role 
of  Savonarola,  and  Amelia  Summerville, 
the  old-time  musical  comedy  favorite, 
is  Brigidn. 

“Romola,”  like  “The  White  Sister,” 
was  made  in  Italy,  right  on  tho  spot 
called  for  in  tho  novel — Florence.  In¬ 
deed  Lillinn  Gisli  and  the  players  in 
her  support  so  steeped  themselves  in 
the  history  and  atmosphere  of  tho  time 
and  place  that  they  really  captured  tlio 
spirit  of  tlie  brilliant  renaissance  of 
which  Florence  was  tlie  source  anil  so 
long  the  center.  Tlie  company  spent 
nine  months  abroad. 

The  incident  of  tlio  pirate'  attack  on 
a  sailing  ship  of  1492  was  taken  off  tlio 
bay  of  Leghorn,  which  is  tlio  port  of 
Florence.  Not  only  did  tlie  director, 
Henry  King,  have  the  advantage  of 
authentic,  scenes,  but  lie  obtained  tlie 
assistance  of  a  number  of  famous  Ital¬ 
ian  actors,  as  well  as  hundreds  of  na¬ 
tives  for  tlie  scenes  requiring  vast 
crowds. 

Made  Great  Showing 
As  a  result,  the  enthusiasm  of  tlie 
extras  becomes  apparent  in  tlie  finish¬ 
ed  picture,  and  this,  coupled  with  tlio 
tremendous  sets,  built  to  represent 
portions  of  tlie  city  that  have  now  be¬ 
come  modernized  and  could  not  be  used, 
make  this  production  one  of  enthralling 
beauty — unsurpassed  of  its  kind. 

But  beauty  is  only  ono  feature  of 
“Romola.”  This  novel  is  considered  one 
of  tlio  great  romances  of  nil  time, 
comparable  to  Shakespeare ’s  “Romeo 
and  Juliet,”  and  its  transference  to  tlie 
screen  has  only  heightened  tlio  love  in¬ 
terest  and  brought  many  an  additional 
thrill  to  tlie  twists  of  its  dramatic  story. 

“Romola”  is  a  story  of  tlie  love  and 
intriguo  of  Florence  at  tlie  top  of  its 
power.

With  power  won  thus,  Tito  plots  tlio 
execution  of  Savonarola,  the  religions 
reformer,,  whose  power  over  tho  popu¬ 
lace  is  growing.  Romola.  perceiving  tlio 
perfidy  of  her  Husband,  leaves  him,  and, 
in  trying  to  protect  Savonarola,  is  in¬ 
jured  by  n  mob.  Lit  tie  Tessa  takes  her 
to  tho  homo  which  is  the  solo  comfort 
for  hor  and  her  baby. 

When  Tito  also  enters  tlio  homo,  Ro¬ 
mola  discovers  that  lio  lias  had  a  mock 
marriago  witli  Tessa.  The  tragody  is 
completed  when  Tito,  in  running  from 
tlie  crowd,  jumps  into  tlio  river  and 
fakes  Tessa  with  him  as  she  tries  to 
stop  him.  Botli  aro  drowned. 

After  Romola ’s  cup  of  sorrow  is  filled 
with  tlio  execution  of  Savonarola,  sho 
seeks  refuge  and  future  happiness  in 
tlio  arms  of  Carlo.
